Armed Robbery suspect nabbed 


Second such incident, second arrest, in as many weeks

TEWKSBURY/WILMING- 
TON - Police consider the cases 
to be closed on the armed rob- 
beries of Revere Tanning Salon 
in Tewksbury and Al Prime 
Gas Station in Wilmington with 
the arrest of Joseph Giaquinto 
of Acton. 

On Wednesday, July 18th, 
Wilmington Police responded 
to a report of an armed rob- 
bery at the Al Prime Gas 
Station on Main Street. 

“We were able to obtain excel- 
lent vide surveillance photos of 
the suspect, who displayed a 
firearm and was seen entering 
a late model Chevrolet Monte 
Carlo,” Wilmington Police Lt. 
Christopher Neville said. “ 

Wilmington Police circulated 
the photos of the suspect to sur- 
rounding communities, and 
North Reading Police believed 
the suspect to have perpetrated 
a similar robbery the previous 
week of a Subway Restaurant 
located on Lowell Road in 
North Reading.

Voto, a white male brandishing

American Idol Camp is a per- 
forming arts summer camp for

15. Idol Camp offers a well- 
rounded curriculum designed 
to foster passion and creativity 
in-a fun-filled, non-competitive 
environment. Each camper 
creates their own schedule by 
choosing from classes in 
singing, dancing, acting, song 
writing, audition and perfor- 
mance techniques, personal 
style, video production, and set 
design.

Duffy attended the first ses- 
sion of the-very first Idol camp 
and it consisted of 131 girls and 
only 19 boys. There will be a 
total of four camp sessions and 
only 600 kids during those ses- 
sions will receive the benefits 
of Idol Camp. “That's really 
pretty exciting when you think 
about it,” said Duffy. 

Idol Camp tuition is $2,900 and 
includes camp registration, all 
programs of instruction, plus 
accommodations and meals. 
Fully paid scholarships are 
awarded to a percentage of 
applicants based on financial 
need.

The Chernobyl 
tragedy, which occurred in 1986, is the largest peacetime radiation catastrophe 
that has ever occurred on this planet. 

Wilmington has been involved with the organization for the past three years. 
Kathy Carbone serves as the program's Community Coordinator for 
Wilmington. In this role, she is responsible for fundraising efforts and arrang- 


ing host families for the visitors.

For the past 3 1/2 years I have 
owned a home in one of the 
Silver Lake area neighborhoods 
as my family before me also 
had. One grandmother was 
born, raised, and brought up 
her family on Grove Ave going 
back 84-years ago; the -other 
raised a family on Silver Lake 
Ave going back 60 years. My 
parents continued on to enjoy 
the lake's resources by taking 
their own family here to swim, 
fish, and ice skate for the last 
30 years. 

I recently fished off the rocks 
on Rt. 38 with my 9-year daugh- 
ter as I continue the tradition of 
enjoying Silver Lake with yet 
another generation. Although 
we have done this for the last 
several years, my observations 


of the lake last week were quite 
upsetting to me. Instead of 
being able to just enjoy a nice 
afternoon of fishing, we were 
met with enough trash to fill an 
entire barrel.

Civilians who have vol- 
unteered to come here to serve 
and make an impact in a way 
that you do not see on the 
nightly news. 

The first person that comes 
to mind is a schoolteacher 
who came here to teach Iraqi 
children, Iraqi police, and oth- 
ers English and other subjects 
that we take for granted in 
places like Wilmington. His 
name is Robert, and he is a 
fellow Christian whom I met 
during Sunday service. He was 
reflecting upon how much 
more difficult for him it was 


than he had anticipated teach- 
ing here. 

Robert just completed four 
months of teaching at a 
remote location just south of 
Baghdad. His first day on the 
job, he encountered one of his 
students being kidnapped and 
murdered. A second student, 
who was a teenager, was also 
kidnapped. Robert feels that 
through prayer he was spared 
and released unharmed. He 
had difficulty dealing with the 
rocket attacks and the terror- 
ism targeting the very people 
who try to restore the country 
that they love. Robert told me 
with a tear in his eye, “ I pray 
everyday for this nation and 
its people, because we are in a 
spiritual war as well as a mil- 
itary war.” 

Although his job was chal- 
lenging, he also proclaimed 
that God's hand was at work 
amidst the tyranny. 

Another person that comes 
to mind is a fellow named 
Harry. He is a civilian con- 
struction supervisor for the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 
Every day I see him and we 
exchange greetings. One day, 
for no apparent reason, he 
decided to sit and talk to me 


for a while, and I listened. He 
told me about how he grew up 
in Cuba and Tehran before 
those places became unsafe 
for Americans to conduct busi- 
ness. Harry also talked about 
his days serving in the Army, 
and described his current job 
with the Corps of Engineers. 
When I asked him what 
brought him to Baghdad, with 
water welling up in his eyes, 
he told me of his wife's 
untimely death on Christmas 
Eve caused by pneumonia. 
She was there one day, and 
gone the next. Harry came 
here to try to get away from 
his grief. 

I could go on, and on with 
stories like that. They are 
plentiful here. 

Today I too have a tear in my 
eye. Not just because of being 
separated from my family on 
my birthday, but because my 
spirit is grieved. There is a 
demonic force over this whole 
region that I have come to rec- 
ognize. It affects everyone 
here including military, civil- 
ian and local nationals. If I 
didn't have God with me, then 
I am certain that I would be 
stumbling. A lot of folks here 
are stumbling because I

Recently not a week goes by 
without an article or mention 
of Jack Kerouac and the 50th 
anniversary of the publication 
of “On the Road.” At the 
Boott Cotton Museum in 
Lowell, Kerouac's original 
“scroll” manuscript and exhib- 
it opened on June 15th and will 
run through September 14th. 

As the story goes, Kerouac 
taped sheets of paper together 
so they would run through his 
manual typewriter uninter- 
rupted, helping to keep his 
“writer's flow.” In an explo- 
sion of creativity, fueled by 
coffee and drugs, in only three 
weeks, Kerouac completed the 
entire book on a 120-ft. contin- 
uous roll of paper. After pub- 
lication the scroll was more or 
less forgotten until 2001 when 
an eccentric and wealthy col- 
lector bought it at auction 
from the Kerouac estate for 
two-million! Fittingly the new 
owner, James Irsay, decided to 
take the scroll “On the Road.” 
What better place to see the 
“On the Road” exhibit than the 
City of Lowell, Kerouac's 
home town. Being a Jack 
Kerouac follower myself, I 
plan to see the exhibit some- 
time soon, maybe more than 
once. 

Standing in front of my ceil- 
ing-to-floor bookcase, I count- 
ed four books written by Jack 
Kerouac and six books about 
Kerouac. Hanging on the wall 
next to the bookcase, along 
with pictures of my favorite 
writers, is a beautifully 
framed, good-sized, sketch of 
Jack Kerouac. I've read “On 
the Road” twice.

The Municipal 
Partnership Act may also send 
revenue back to the state for 
“redistribution,” which _ is 
another way of saying “social- 
ism.” With programs like paid 
volunteerism, I am not entire- 
ly sure we can trust him to 
spend the money on issues 
important to Tewksbury, like 
education. 

Patrick's Municipal 
Partnership Act would allow 
towns to raise meal and hotel 
taxes. For Tewksbury, that is a 
mixed blessing. We have sev- 
eral hotels largely used by 
business travelers, and there- 
fore not paid mostly by town 
residents. However, a meals 
tax would burden local restau- 
rants and residents would pick 
up the tab. The meals tax, for 
Tewksbury, amounts to just 
another tax increase except 
that residents cannot deduct it 
on their State income taxes. 
Thereby Patrick “gives” towns 
another revenue generator 
while keeping state revenues 
rolling in. Who pays? You and 
me.

Other major companies 
headquartered in Tewksbury 
include IP telephony company 
BlueNote Networks, online 
content, application and trans- 
action provider Mirror Image 
Internet, CPA firm Moody, 
Famiglietti & Andronico 
which was recently named one 
of the 50 Best Small and 
Medium Companies to Work 
for in America, and another 
new technology company, 
Starent Networks, which 
IPO'd in June. 

Retail space languishes 
along Main Street while high 
technology companies flourish 
in the office parks. Tewksbury 
needs to court high tech com- 
panies, bring in entrepreneurs 
and encourage them to devel- 
op here, pay their property 
taxes here, and attract smart 
employees that want to settle 
their families here. 
Corporations and their office 
headquarters require less 
drag on town services than 
retail businesses or malls. 

As a community, Tewksbury 
has much to offer industry 
and individuals. With the new 
Lodge at Ames Pond develop- 
ment, attractive apartments 
will be ready for young engi: 
neers, scientists, and technolo- 
gy professionals. Families 
enjoy fantastic community 
sports programs, great 
schools with excellent teach- 
ers, and compared to most 
towns around here, very few 
fees. We have a new library, 
police station, and fire station. 

Yes, there is work to do in 
Tewksbury, but it takes time. 
Too much emphasis and hope 
was placed on building a mall 
that has not, and may never, 
come through. I called Simon 
Malls last week and the com- 
pany is still reviewing acquisi- 
tions from Mills, reluctant to 
breathe a word about possible 
development in town.

Playing the blame game with 
Governor Deval Patrick by local 
politicians is a distraction from 
the real issues. Governor Patrick 
did not overspend our town bud- 
get, we did. We should never rely 
on state bailouts. Bailouts have a 
price that we cannot afford. 

When any government body 
spends beyond its means it hurts 
everyone. Unfortunately — the 
most vulnerable are hurt the 
most. Many senior citizens are 
forced from their homes when 
increased taxes and or fees are 
suddenly imposed upon them. 


‘Town employees that depend 
on their government to remain 
solvent and healthy are hurt as 
well. Sloppy management bene- 
fits no one. It would be easy to 
blame Deval Patrick, the Board 
of Selectmen, the Town Manager 
and so many others for this 
dilemma, but that won't help. 
We must all share in the blame. 
I remember many Department 
Heads speaking out during past 
Town Meetings. They gave 
ample warning of a dilemma in 
full progress, but few were lis- 
tening. The teachers lobby was 
totally out of control and unpro-

The Home Rule Petition that 
would have allowed teacher 
salaries to be deferred and 
amortized over the next 15 years 
would have been nice but so far 
it has failed to materialize.

Quick and easy solutions 
created this problem in the first 
place and if we allow a state 
bailout it will simply repeat 
itself next year.

Closing fire stations and remov- 
ing police patrol cars from our 
streets etc, These tactics insult 
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all taxpayers and are represen- 
tative of bad management and 
bad politics. This does not help 
the department's integrity 
either. 

I have personally experienced 
the pain of a layoff after 29 years 
of loyal service. My employer 
did the right thing and with my 
blessings. All options had been 
exhausted. 

We the people that sat on the 
sidelines doing nothing or voting 
for our own pocketbooks while 
knowing that the state of the 
community was at its limit 
Nonetheless the increases were 
jammed down the throats of the 
most vulnerable without any 
sensitivity.

I accept full respon- 
sibility for unconcerned spend- 
ing sprees. Throwing money at 
every problem is a mistake. 
Action delays will increase the 
corrective actions required.

way. Due to the ongoing efforts 
of~ Representative Miceli, 
Representative Murphy and 
Senator Tarr, the state legisla- 
ture approved an appropriation 
of $450,000 for the purchase of 
the Butters Farmhouse in 2006. 

“We were absolutely thrilled to 
learn of the appropriation,” said 
Carolyn Harris, Chair of the 
Wibnington Historical 
Commission. “Although the resi- 
dents of Wilmington overwhelm- 
ingly voted to fund the purchase 
the property, the fact that the 
legislature appropriated these 
funds in late 2006 meant that the 
tax payers of Wilmington would 
not be burdened with any 
exper 

However, in November of last 
year, then-Governor Mitt 
Romney used his budget-balanc- 
ing authority to withhold $425 
million in spending. The Butters 

se was just one of the 

Ities of the cut. In 

newly _ elected 

Governor Deval Patrick rein- 
stated the funding. 

“Tt was a huge win for 
Wilmington to get those dollars 
back,” Harris said. “Jim Miceli 
fought hard for it. That meant it 
essentially cost the town zero 
dollars for the purchase of the 
Butters Farmhouse, but it 
caused a little confusion about

meant that the developer 
would have to design an onsite 
septic system, the economics of 
which prompted the scaling 
back of the project and an inves- 
tigation into alternative uses 
that would use ater - the 
site will have the septic system 
equivalent of a four-bedroom 
home. The developer decided 
that the site would be best suit 
ed for a Self Storage facility. 

Using a set of diagrams 
Sullivan showed what the 40,000 
square foot building would look 
like from various locations out- 
side of the site. The number of 
storage units to be inside of the 
facility would depend upon the 
size of the units that are most in 
demand in this area 

Sullivan also addressed traffic 
concerns by stating that the 
entrance would be accessed

how much money was actually 
available for the project.” 

Harris continued, “I think peo- 
ple thought that we got both the 
state money and the town 
money for a total of $900,000 and 
that just isn't the case at all. 
Aside from the $450,000 we 
received from the state, we also 
have managed to raise some 
money through grants and 
fundraising effort: 

Last year the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission awarded 
an emergency acquisition grant. 
The Wilmington Historical 
Commission, with the help and 
guidance of town museum cura- 
tor Terry McDermott, continues 
to research grants and other 
options for funding 

“We're leaving no stone 
unturned,” said McDermott. 
“We've submitted an application 
to the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission to qualify the home 
for the National Register of 
Historic Places. Once they 
review it, it needs to be 
approved by Washington, DC. 
We hope that it will qualify us 
for grants in the future.” 

“Thanks to grants and dona- 
tions, we now have just under 
$100,000 that can be put toward 
the restoration and renovation 
of the home,” explained Harris. 
“The house is over 300 years old 
and it needs a lot of work,” 
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“We're having a historical 
architectural study done now to 
identify items of historical sig- 
nificance and also detail what 
needs to be preserved,” Harris 
said. “We're anticipating the 
study to be completed this fall. 
We have a rough figure that the 
cost is going to run somewhere 
between $180,000 to $220,000, so 
we have a goal to raise an addi- 
tional $120,000 through grants 
and donations.” 

In terms of next steps, the 
Commission is set to review the 
architectural study in late fall. 
At that time, a committee of 
interested and qualified profes- 
sionals will be formed to deter- 
mine what needs to be rehabili- 
tated in order for it to be inhab- 
ited once again. Once that is 
determined, architectural speci- 
fications will be developed, and 
a Request Fro Proposal (RFP) 
will be sent out. 

“Our hope is that we will be 
ready to begin the restoration 
this spring,” said Harris. “A 
family has lived in that home for 
over 300 years and we are anx- 
ious to see it occupied again 
soon. Our goal is to have that 
family act as a caretaker for the 
property. We'll have historical 
restrictions on it to preserve its 
integrity, and it will be open to 
the public at certain times 
throughout the year.”

through Industrial Way and that 
the number of cars using the 
facility would be significantly 
less than the original proposed 
office space.

ards that might concern resi- 
dents. He did also state, howev- 
er, that while there are security 
cameras to be placed all over 
the facility, no one would be at 
the units checking everything 
that is placed in storage. 

When abutters still expressed 
concern, Planning Board mem- 
bers reminded Sullivan that 
developers must meet with the 
Fire Dept. regarding what is not 
allowed to be stored and also 
regarding the placement of 
alarms, hydrants, and perhaps 
call boxes, so that people would 
have access to emergency 
phones during hours when the 
office is closed. 

The other concern 
by several abutters was that the 
facility would be available 24- 
hours per day to anyone who 
rents a storage unit. While the 
office would maintain regular

home. They are familiar with 
the alphabet and are able to 
read a bit of it, but find convers- 
ing more of a challenge. 

Still, there are common threads 
that‘tie them together. Carbone's 
husband has developed an admi- 
ration of Russian music. “He lis- 
tens: to it in the car when we're 
with the girls, He likes to hear 
them laugh, and we feel good that 
we're giving them an experience 
that: they normally wouldn't 
have,” said Carbone. “They came 
here very pale, quiet and intro- 
verted and now they're pretty 
Americanized. My father-in-law 
treats them like his own grand- 
children! He comes over in the 
morning and brings them pas- 
tries and croissants.” 

Peter and Becky Briggs decided 
to learn more about the program 
after reading an article in the 
‘Tpwn Crier two years ago. After 
speaking with Carbone earlier 
this year, the Briggs decided the 
timing was right to host two chil- 
dren. 

“I'm a teacher so I have my 
summers off, and we decided it 
would be a good experience to 
give it a try,” said Becky Briggs. 
“It's been a great learning expe- 
rience for us in how to communi- 
cate through the language barri- 
er," 

Maria, who prefers her nick- 
name Masha, speaks some 
English, which has been helpful 
to the Briggs. However, there 
havp been a couple of times when 
it was necessary to rely on pic- 
ture drawings or translation 
guides to communicate, 

Still, Briggs said that there are 
many ways to get involved. “For 
people who are concerned about 
the language difference, or are 
not.used to having children, they 
gan: get involved in other ways. 
There are about twenty trip 
translators that also make the 
trip overseas with the children, 
and: there's a need for these 
translators to be hosted with fam- 
ilies: as well. There are lots of 
ways to help out.” 

.Patty Doyle, President of CCP- 
USA, founded the program in 
199%. Doyle first learned about 
the need when a youth minister 
from her parish in Canton visited 
Ireland and saw some of the vic- 
tims of the Chernobyl disaster. 
Since then, the organization has 
grown dramatically and now 
brings a hundred children each 
summer to the Boston area for 
treatment. 

While visiting, the children's 
medical costs are covered in full 
by- the program. This includes 
medical checkups, eye exams, 
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free eye glasses and dental care. 
Dr. Robert Soper, of Wilmington, 
has been treating Wilmington's 
visiting children for the past 
three years at no cost, offering 
cleanings, X-rays and restorative 
care. 

“I heard about the program 
while attending services at the 
Wilmington United Methodist 
Church, We decided to get 
involved to do our little bit to 
help. My staff and I enjoy it and 
it's very worthwhile working with 
these kids,” said Dr. Soper. 

Doyle said that the medical 
community has embraced the 
effort and has donated time and 
resources to the program. 
Fundraisers such as the annual 
golf tournament help cover the 
costs of travel. 

Each April, Doyle travels to the 
Chernobyl region with a triage of 
doctors from New England 
Medical Center's Floating 
Hospital. The physicians meet 
with the families in the villages 
and identify a hundred children 
to participate in the program 
each year. They also bring with 
them donated equipment such as 
thyroid and laparoscopic devices 
that will help the region's doctors 
perform necessary treatments. 

“Our program is so important 
because it focuses on this popula- 
tion that is not being serviced,” 
said Doyle. “In those villages 
there is a three year waitlist for 
an MRI. The exam costs about 
$300 and families only make 
about $100 a month. A lot of peo- 
ple are misdiagnosed as well. 
‘These families are poor and can't 
afford to move out of the region.” 

“I've been over there about thir- 
ty-five times and I'm fortunate to 
see the effects of what our efforts 
have brought to that region,” said 
Doyle. “We don't just impact the 
child, we affect their family and 
the entire village. When a child 
prepares to make the month-long 
trip to Boston, the entire village 
comes together to buy an outfit 
for the child. When we come to 
visit, the entire village cooks the 
meal for us.” 

During their visit, the children 
enjoy sponsored outings to 
Canobie Lake Park, Water 
Country, and the Franklin Park 
Zoo. Trips to the beach and 
Lowell Spinners games also pro- 
vide a much needed break from 
the stress of everyday life back 
home. 


There is also an education com- 
ponent to teach general health- 
care and preventative mainte- 
nance. “Due to the radiation back 
home, many of the children have 
very bad dental conditions,” said 
Carbone. “We teach them to take 
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On Monday morniug, July 23rd, 
Billerica Police Officer Andrew 
DeVito - while working a traffic 
detail at a construction project - 
observed a vehicle he believed to 
be the suspect's.

care of their teeth. I've been col- 
lecting donations of toothpaste, 
fluoride rinses, Tylenol and other 
items at the Wilmington United 
Methodist Church. We're going to 
send these back with the children 
to their villages.” 

“It costs about $1,500 per child 
to come over. That covers their 
airfare and their visas,” Carbone 
continued, “Rocco's was very 
instrumental in helping us with 
the fundraising in the beginning. 
The first two years we had a din- 
ner dance and Rocco's donated 
all the food. This year we decided 
to have a comedy show and local 
businesses and families came for- 
ward to donate items for our raf- 
fle.” 

“You'd be surprised at how peo- 
ple come out of the woodwork to 
help once the children actually 
arrive here,” said Carbone. “I was 
in Old Navy the other day looking 
at some clothes for the kids when 
a woman with a Russian accent 
started talking with me. One 
thing led to the other, and I ended 
up telling her about the program. 
She wanted so badly.to help out 
and insisted on buying a few out- 
fits for the children. She was 
from Moscow and had lived in 
America for fifteen years but 
never heard of the program. I 
directed her to the website 
www.ccpusa.org to learn more.” 

“I think these are the forgotten 
victims of that devastating 
tragedy,” explained Carbone. 
“People sometimes ask why we 
are still involved in helping them 
since the accident was years ago. 
You have to understand that what 
happened over there is going to 
affect those people for the next 
two hundred years. Future gener- 
ations of children will have to 
worry about things like thyroid 
cancer, deformities and other ill- 
nesses.” 

“I said to my husband, ‘we have 
the room, the means and the 
opportunity to get involved.’ I felt 
drawn to the cause. Originally, I 
was a little concerned about what 
a commitment it would be, but 
honestly, it's not that tough. Even 
with the language barrier, it's not 
as hard as you would think.” 

“For next year's program, I'd 
love to see local businesses get 
involved in sponsoring a child,” 
Carbone said. “We have such a 
generous community and it's 
such a good cause. There are so 
many ways to help. Whether it's 
donating funds for a child to 
come over, hosting a child or con- 
tributing to our fundraising 
efforts, we welcome the commu- 
nity's involvement.”

Gallatto Family needs a helping hand

If you have lived in Tewksbury 
for any length of time there is a 
good chance you have come in 
contact with Jim Gallotto. And 
chances are if you have come in 
contact with him, then you con- 
sider him a friend 

The long time Tewksbury 
Youth Football coach and 
‘Tewksbury High School fresh- 
man coach has touched the 
lives of countless Tewksbury 
residents, particularly the 
youths of the town, and many of 
those friends are now looking to 
help Jim in his time of need 
and are asking the town of 
Tewksbury for some help for a 
man who has helped so many 
others. 

Gallotto, a father of two, was 
recently seriously inured in an 
industrial accident, suffering 
burns over 80% of his body. He 
is currently hospitalized, where 
he will remain for at least the 
next couple of months and 
many of his friends are coming 
together to support him with a 
series of his benefits, beginning 
with a very special night at the 
Tewksbury Country Club on 
August 16 

The evening will feature a DJ, 
raffles, a silent auction as well 
as appetizers. Tickets for the 
event are only $25, with all pro- 
ceeds going to help Jim and his 
family through this difficult 
time. 

Kim Sheehan is one of 
the organizers of the 
event. When Jim suf- 
fered the accident it 
took almost no time at 
all before Sheehan and 
several others decided 
they would do all the 
could to help. 

“It all started almost 
from the moment he 


got hurt,” Sheehan 
said. “We said we have 
to do something 
Jimmy is the sole 


provider for his family 
and we don’t know how 
long it will be before he 
is able to return to 
work.” 

Gallotto’s work is only 
one small part of his 
life, as he spends the 
rest of his time either 
coaching one of his two 
football teams or man- 
aging a band 
“Woodbury” that fea- 
tures his and Sheeha 
sons. In his role 
manager of the band, 
Gallotto also travels 
with the band. Sheehan 
knows how lucky so 
many young people in 
town have been to have 
come in contact with 
Gallotto. 

“Jimmy has coached 
hundreds of kids over 
the years,” Sheehan 
said. “And when he is 
not doing that he is 
managing he band. In 
the little spare time 
that he lias he loves 
spending time with his 
family.” 

One of those who has 
seen what an impact 
Gallotto has had on 
Tewksbury’s youth is 
Tewksbury High varsi- 
ty football coach Brian 
Aylward.

had also coached Gallotto’s 
older son. When it came time to 
hire a new freshman football 
coach a few years back 
Aylward knew where to turn.

Over the past 20 years the 
Lowell Folk Festival has grown 
from being part of the restora- 
tion plans for the former mill 
city to being the largest free 
folk festival in the country and 
this year they will be celebrat- 
ing a combination of New 
England and Brazilian cul- 
tures, food and music. 

“This will be the 2ist year 
the folk festival; has been in 
Lowell,” said Fhil Lupsiewicz, 
media and communications 
officer for the Lowell National 
Historic Park. “The first three 
years it was the National Folk 
Festival (which tours the coun- 
try). It was so successful in 
Lowell they decided to keep it 
here.” 

The “they” Lupsiewicz 
refers to are the sponsors, who 
include the four producing 
partners: The City of Lowell, 
the Lowell Festival Foundation, 
Lowell National Historical 
Park, and the National Council 
for the ‘Traditional Arts 
(NCTA). The National Folk 
Festival, sponsored by the 
NCTA will take place this year 
in Richmond, Virginia. 

Lupsiewicz stressed, “We 
continue to be a free folk festi- 
val.” 

In a recent press release 
Lupsiewicz stated, “This July 
27-29 the 2ist Annual Lowell 
Folk Festival, the largest free 
folk festival in the United 
States, will transform down- 
town Lowell into a mélange of 
festive sounds, sights and 
smells. The street party will 
encompass musical groups on 
six outdoor stages, represent- 
ing both American and interna- 
tional folk traditions, many of 
which are also found in the 
multicojored fabric of the city’s 
diverse population.” 

During an interview he 
added, “Each year we have a 
different theme. This year we 
are looking deep into the New 
England musical traditions. 
Anther area is the Brazilian 
culture that is starting to blos- 
som.” 

According to Lupsiewicz, 
the festival has a unique set-up.

It spread over six different 
stages that are within walking 
distance, but for those that like 
to pick a favorite spot the vari- 
ous acts will rotate form stage 
to stage. 

There will also be street 
parades that will feature inter- 
active performances. To get the 
most from this type of enter- 
tainment it is best to follow the 
groups along. 

The festival will kick off 
with a parade led by “Marcus 
Santos and BatukAxé” (pro- 
nounced baa-too-kah-SHAY ). 
This Brazilian percussion 
group is a Boston-area ensem- 
ble dedicated to the preserva- 
tion and promotion of the 
vibrant Afro-Brazilian Carnival 
traditions of Bahia, a state in 
northern Brazil where 90 per- 
cent of the population is of 
African descent. The region's 
Carnival music is rooted in the 
Axé rhythms, which emerged 
from Candomblé, a religion 
practiced by Brazilian slaves. 

Also featured this year is 
“Boi Bumba,” a Brazilian ox- 
dance. According to the 
description, “The Brazilian tra- 
dition of boi bumba, with its 
handcrafted costumes, masks, 
music and song, is a centuries- 
old comic-dramatic dance and 
street performance that tells 
the story of the birth, death 
and resurrection of a bull 
Within the Boston area's large 
Brazilian population there is a 
group devoted to creating and 
carrying on a New England boi 
bumbd tradition. 

“This year, for the first time, 
members of the local commu- 
nity organization AfroBrazil 
bring boi bumba to life on the 
streets of Lowell.” 

Representing the New 
England traditions are 
“Johnny White and The 
Country Masters” and “Old 
New England.” The former 
shows that New England has a 
strong representation in 
Country and Western music. 

Old New England, consist- 
ing of Deanna Stiles on fiddle 
and flute, Jane Orzechowski on

Fellow Bob McQuillen on piano 
and accordion, is one of New 
England's foremost contra 
dance ensembles.

Lupsiewicz also noted that 
the traditional Dance Pavilion 
will be set up at Dutton Street 
once again. The dance floor 
will be in a tent to allow for a 
good time no matter what the 
weather.

“Harry Potter and the 
Order of the Phoenix”, the 
latest installment of the suc- 
cessful series, carries with it 
an impending sense of doom 
that takes the franchise to the 
next level of storytelling.

“Alternately, throughout 
the afternoon, these emotions 
were again shared collective- 
ly by more than 300 ‘Fans of 
Frank' or the FOFs as 
Selectman Steve O'Leary 
aptly put it. 

“The young and the young- 
at-heart gathered to honor 
the man who continues to 
shepherd young men into 
adulthood on North 
Reading's own ‘Field of 
Dreams, decades after he 
was first entrusted with the 
job that would become his 
life’s work. 

“The man who gave Carey 
this break in life was then- 
Principal Arthur J. Kenney. 
Kenney was able to overlook 
the five-word remark con- 
tained within Carey's tran- 
scripts from St. Mary's High 
School that stated simply, 
‘Too immature to be suc 
ful’’ He hired him as a 
teacher and JV_ baseball 
coach anyway and Carey said 
he would always be grateful 
to Kenney whom he regarded 
as a father-figure after the 
untimely passing of his own 
father in 1965. 

“Now 91 years old, Kenney 
threw out the first pitch at the 
new Carey Park. A graduate 
of Holy Cross, Kenney had

endorses contract 

“The Board of Selectmen 
voted recently to endorse a 
one-year agreement with the 


Burlington Municipal 
Employees Association 
(BMEA),” notes the

cent salary increase that was 
effective July 1. The previous 
contract expirea on June 30. 

“Town Administrator 
Robert Mercier said he is 
seeking one-year contracts 
with all town-side bargaining 
units in order to bring these 
deals into sequence with 
School Department union 
contracts. All — town-side 
agreements expired June 30. 

“Membership of the 
BMEA has ratified the deal, 
reported Mercier. 

“One provision of the new 
contract is that Town Hall 
will be closed on Dec. 24, 
which is a Monday this year. 
Mercier said Town Hall is 
usually open to noon that day, 
but this will give the town the 


chance to close the building 
for four consecutive days and 
will result in some savings.

Reading approves 
bylaw 


“The Board of Selectmen 
voted 3-1 lo approve new 
petroleum bylaw regulations, 
following a public hearing at 
Town Hall,” notes the 
Reading edition of the "Daily 
Times Chronicle." 

“Back in 2004, Town 
Meeting members passed a 
bylaw. change regarding 
petroleum storage, according 
to Town Manager Jeter 
Hechenbleikner. Based on 
that vote, town officials 
working with town counsel, 
have been working on cratt- 
ing a new set of regulations, 
which were finally ready tor 
presentation to the select- 
men 

“According to information 
supplied in the regulations, 
‘releases of crude petroleum 
or any of its products onto the 
ground and surface waters 
have adversely affected and 


repeatedly threaten the qual 
ity of the groundwater sup 
plies and related surface 
water resources, posing sub- 
stantial public health and 
safety hazards, and ‘unless 
stricter preventive measures 
are adopted to manage the 
storage, use and generation 
of crude petroleum and its 
products and prohibit the 
release of these substances 
within the town, further 
releases of such materials 
will predictably occur, and 
with greater frequency and 
degree of hazard 

“According to the new reg 
wation, every owner and/or 
operator of a site where 
petroleum products totaling 
10 gallons liquid volume or 
greater or .10 pounds dry 
weight or greater are stored 
or handled must register with 
the Board of Selectmen with- 
in 45 days of the effective 
date of the regulations being 
put into place. The Selectmen 
(or designee) will then 
review the registration infor- 
mation to determine whether 
or not the owner operator will 
be required to receive a per: 
mit 

“A permit would not be 
required if the following cri 
teria are met - the total quan: 
tity of all petroleum products 
on the site is less than 10 gal 
lons liquid volume or less 
than 10 pounds dry weight. or
